The "Cellar Dwellers” 



The “Cellar Dwellers', Corinne Thorsell, LloydMalin, and Barry Cooper, 
have been together as a folk singing trio since March of 1963. 

Barry and Lloyd had been singing together since the summer of 1962 and 
teamed up with Corinne in response to a request from a local teen organization. 
“The three of us liked the sound," recalls Lloyd, “and so, we decided to stick 
together". “We called ourselves the ‘Voyagers' but due to our exams and then 
our different summer jobs, we made only four or five appearances under that name."
